LIVINGSTONE'S 
RESEARCHES. 


It would be impossible to overstate the 


Importance of Dr. Livingstone's research- 
es and discoveries. By his own exertions, 
beset with perils aud obstacles which 
would hove driven back a man 'less cour- 
ageous and determined, he baa filled up a 
great space in Iho map of Africa ; he was 
the first European whose eyes beheld vast 
inland seas whose existence had been 
vaguely conjectured from native reports ; 
bo laid down the course of hundreds of 
new rivers, and noted their volume aud 
the velocity of their flow. Most impor- 
tant among the facts recorded in his jour- 
nals is the discovery that Lake Nyassa be- 
longs to a totally distinct system of waters 
from hat which holds Lake Tanganyika 
and tho rivers running east and west. 
With regard to the latter lake he leaves an 
interesting problem to be solved by future 
explorers. It may be taken for granted 
that he would hardly venture the surmise 
that Tanganyika may have a subterranean 
outlet without having duly Weighed the 
probabilities in the scale with his elaborate 
observations. But 
whether , Ibis lake 


really pours its waters through the cav- 
erns of Western Kabogo Into the vast riv- 
ers flowing northward is a problem which 
must soon be determined by actual explor- 
ation.

Frame together tour ligbl sticks, measur- 
ing exactly a foot square inside, and with 
this in band walk into the field and select 
a spot of fair average yield, and lower the 
frame square over as many beads as it will 
inclose, and shell out the beads thus in- 
closed carefully, aud weigh tho grain. It 
is fair to presume that the proportion will 
be the 43,560th part of an acre's prod'ice. 
To prove it, go through the field and make 
ten or twenty similar calculations, and es- 
timate- by menns of the whole number of 
results. It will certainly enable a farmer 
to maku a closer calculation of what a 
field will produce than he can by guessing.

This 
demand was pressed and adhered to 
strenuously, until tho Spanish govern- 
ment yielded, anil consented to pay 
880,000 in gold, utiuonditiunally. 1 he 
money will bo distributed by the Presi- 
dent, without any aceountubi.ity to 
Spain fur thu sums not claimed, as in 
the case of Great Britain.
